It is only national that Morarjibhai 
should have started a fast to reap 
political benefits out of Chimanbhai’s 
predicament. Other fraternal parties 
in the Opposition might have tried 
different tricks to profit from the 
anti-Congress wave, Such harmless 
rivalries are permissible in a family; 
they are in accordance with the rules 
of the game. But the Congress sou- 
ght to stretch the credulity of the 
apolitical majority too far when it 
conjured up visions of facist upri- 
sing to pull down the democratic edi- 
fice it had built, All that after it 
has shot down more than 80 people 
in the streets of Gujarat and indis- 
ctimiately arrested and harassed 
citizens to force them into submis 
sion. The people of Gujarat have 
refused to be intimidated or bluffed 
into changing their course of action; 
they have brought down the mighty 
Congress to its rheumatic knees, In 
the process the Congress silrategy has 
been laid bare. Wherever a Gujarat- 
type agitation is launched by the 
people in other States, the Congress 
is beady with plans to upleash 
a Gujarattype ‘terror, It has in 
Bihar, and aPready 23 people have 
been killed. To the suffering massés, 
howeven, the ultimate fhumiliation 
of the Congress in Gujarat is unlike- 
ly to lose its appeal.

nive. It is nice ¢o find that there are 

least some people still left in the 
country who even now believe that 
the rest of the world cares about all 
that is said and déscussed in Indian 
lecislatures A student of contem- 
porary developments however tends 
to have a different impression. The 
youthful exuhérance with which we 
stil] express our opiion about this 
or that event hardly counts much 
bevond the national frontier, the 
latest example being the India” pro- 
test on) the Dievo Garcia affair. There 
is therefore little eround to believe 
that all the no%se made about the al 
leged repdrt would make the World 
Bank shiver. A formal contradiction 
of the news item has been published, 
and its absenoe would have made the 
whole thing look <till more grotesque. 
But it is by now pyetty clear that 
if the present crisis in the Indian eco- 
nomy were to be saved from turning 
ito an explosive situation. New 
Delhi has little optiors but to seek 
a much larger dose of foreign aid. 
And the type of noise that had been 
made does not befit one condemned 
to seeking favour. 

The situation is eerily reminisce 
of what happened in 1966, Two bad 


years of drought had made the Indian 
economy lie prostrate. “Fhe United 
States and other axd-civers offered 
help but demanded a high price in 
the form of devaluation of the Indian 
rupee, It is now largely a miattdr 
of debate f the devaluation has done 
atyy good or not, but it was certainly 
not very honourable for the country 
at that ¢me. This time also it can 
be said with reasonable confidence 
that the World Bank would organise 
a kind of baling out operation, But 
what price would be demanded now? 
It might be either of the

Top Companies 


Rs 108.89 crores—th’s is the 
which 36 top foreign companies, 
mainly American, took away from 
India during the three years 1970-73, 
According to the Finance Ministry, 
this represents the profits, dividends, 
head office expetises, technical know- 
how fees and froyalties these com- 
panies were permitted to repatriate. 
Funds repatriated by smaller 
ones are besides the above. 
But even that. is not all the money 
the foreign companies have taken 
away. According to an official com- 
mittee, something like Rs 250 crores 
a year is taken away by them through 
illegal means—under-invoicing, over- 
invo;cing, smuggling elc. 

Despite all the “regulations” which 
the Reserve Bank of India has im- 
posed, the loot is i«reasing year 
after year. In 1970-71 the 36 com- 
panies repatriated Rs $266.8 lakhs; 
in 1971-72 Rs 3431.6 lakhs; in 1972-73 
Rs 4199.1 lakhs, The biggest amount 
was repatriated by the oil compariies. 
Tyre compatiics also had it good. 
Firestone took away Rs 106.8 lakhs, 
Rs 119,0 lakhs and Rs 244.3 lakhs jn 
the three years respediively. Good- 
year’s share in the three years was 
Rs 68.3 lakhs, Rs. 84.1 lakhs and R&

conipanies will be nationalised, ex- 
cept in. very special circumstances. 
Mr Subramaniam, during a - discus- 
sion in the Lok Sabha on the work- 
ing of foreign monopoly companies 
producing consumer gods, made rhe 
Sand on tiationalisation very clear, 
quoting Mrs Gandhi, Ministers de- 
clared in Parliament that the fdreign 
wil companies would nor be taken 
oyer. 

Leave aside mationalisatioy, 'the 
Government is «fraid of stopping ex- 
pansion of American compa™ies even 
wien its terms are disobeyed. Tis 
declared policy is not against expan- 
sion of foreigt companies but! that 
Such expansion would not be allow- 
ed unless the proportion of fore‘gn 
holding in the ordinary shares of a 
company is reduced to a specified 
Tével by floating new sliares in India. 
The branch of the Ingersoll Ratid 
Company which is a fully US— 
owned compaty operating in India, 
producing air compressors, has been 
Riowed to expand even though it 
téfused to act in accordance within 
the Government guidelines. 

Besides taking away huge capital 
the U.S, Government is tak*ng a stiff 
atttude to India in regard to drade 
also. A good way of [paying ‘back 
Toans to the USA would be to increase 
the margin of exports from India 
over imports from the USA, But the 
USA takes a different stand; if India 
wants ‘to increase expotts to St, it 
will have to increas¢ imports from 
the USA also. Tnedia seems reluctant 
to resist this. ‘This failure arises from 
the fact that dependence on foreign 
monopoly {capital still remains a 
domittant feature in the Congress 
scheme of ecotomic development.
